teachers may huve. to I ho onlooker 

who spends an iutereeting hour or 

tWO inner class room, it seems thai 
the only successful method must be 
nine-lenlhs patience.

for shoe-making. The playgrounds 
are large, and the pupils have ample 
accommodations for exercising in the 
various athletic pursuits their choice 
favors. After dinner a tour of the 
class rooms was in order, and here, as 
elsewhere, abundance of proof was 
furnished that while the Institution 
was comparatively a new one, and 
many of the pupils were but recently 
admitted, that the progress of the 
pupils as a whole was such as to 
demonstrate that the directors wore 
fortunate, when they secured the 
services of the able, conscientious 

and painstaking gentleman for the
